Sterling and long distance con- 
nection from there by Sept. 8, 
and not a tiling is there in 
tlic contract requiring the com- 
pany to put in an exchange here. 
Still they hold the franchise, 
binding on this town for twenty 
years by putting in one only tel- 
ephone and they can take that 
out the next day and the con- 
tract is binding on the town just 
the same.
